in the history of Adams county indict­ 
ed on a charge of murder in the first 
degree, all indications point to a long 
struggle to 
secure 
the 
necessary 
twelve men. 
Thirteen veniremen 
remain to 
be 
called and court house officials at noon 
were 
doubtful 
if a permanent jury 
could be selected from these. Already 
preparations are being made to have 
Sheriff John Hartman fill an addition­ 
al venire list. 
The 
three jurors selected 
tempor­ 
arily are Charles E. Ditzler, Franklin 
township; Joseph H. Hemler, of Mc­ 
Sherrystown, and John A. Cease, of 
Hamiltonban township. 
All were se­ 
lected before ll o’clock this morning 
out of the first half of the original ve­ 
nire list of sixty. 
Others called, but challeneged either 
by the prosecution or the defense were 
William C. Alwine, Abraham Altland, 
J . Calvin 
Shank, I). C. 
Stallsmith, 
Charles Bowman, James A. Kelley, E.

Witnesses were challenged for ap­ 
parently various reasons. 
Expressed 
opposition to the 
infliction of the 
death penalty and the m atter of fixed 
opinions in the case were reasons for 
the 
largest number of challenges. 
Other witnesses 
declared they 
were 
opposed to capital punishment 
when 
applied to women. 
Some said 
they 
were opposed to the infliction of the 
death penalty in the present case. 


Conscientious scruples against capi­ 
tal punishment formed the ground for 
excusing six 
veniremen from 
jury 
tervice, Monday afternoon. 
Not one 
juryman was chosen after the grand 
jury had returned a true bill charging 
Helen Geisclman with murder. 
Deliberations of the grand jury re­ 
sulted in finding two true bills, Mon­ 
day. 
The first was found against 
Fred Sa min, of near Fairfield, who 
was indicted on the charge of illegal 
manufacture, transportation and sale 
of intoxicating liquor. 
The alleged 
offense was committed July 2, while 
the Marine encampment was in pro­ 
gress here. 
It is understood his case 
will be continued until the November 
term of Quarter Sessions court.

Final Preparations Now Being 
Made For Opening of Term. 
Expect Large Attendance.

Miss Helen Cope Issues Statement As­ 


signing Children to Several Build­ 


ings. 
Must be Vaccinated. 


The Gettysburg public schools open 
one week from today, September 5. 
Final arrangements are being made 
at all the buildings, which have been 
thoroughly cleaned and repaired dur­ 
ing the long summer vacation and it is 
expected that the enrollment this year 
will be larger than ever before. Prom 
present indications, the attendance at 
the High School will surpass all pre­ 
vious records, so that the capac’tv will 
be taxed to its fullest extent. 
The School Board had decide 1 -t a 
meeting several months ago, to n ake 
no move this year to build or add mere 
space to the present buildings, but it 
is apparent that by the time another 
school year 
is reached, 
something 
must be done to relieve the congested 
conditio* of the local schools. 
All vacancies in the teaching staff 
of both the High School and grade 
schools have been filled by the Board 
<ii.d tit' M’pplies f«>r the year hav*o 
been purchased and are being distri­ 
buted at the several buildings. 
Miss Helen Cope, principal of the 
local school, has issued the following 
instructions concerning the territory 
to be covered by each school building 
ir. the borough, 
regulating the a t­ 
tendance cf new pupil®. 
“The usual boundary lines will be 
observed. 
Children living in the dis­ 
trict north of and including 
Cham­ 
bersburg street, west of and including 
Carlisle street and west of Washing­ 
ton street, belong 
to 
the 
Meade 
building. 
Franklin 
street is 
the 
boundary line in the Meade district 
for first year pupils. 
All other child­ 
ren are assigned to the High street 
building.” 
“First year children entering school 
must report to the building to which 
they 
belong. 
All other, new pupils 
must report to the supervising piin- 
cipal at the High 
School building.” 
“All children must have been suc­ 
cessfully vaccinated before entrance.’’

Although the figure, which 
was originally sol by this committee 
as the amount needed for the purchase 
jof the new chemical truck has about 
[been reached, there is one disappoint- 
i ing feature about the campaign, and 
that is the few subscriptions that have 
been received. 
This Committee, at the opening of 
the campaign, sent out thirteen hun­ 
dred circular letters and although the 
$4,000 mark has nearly been reached, 
there have been but two hundred and 
eighty nine subscriptions made to the 
fund. This was supposed to be a com­ 
munity affair, 
all the residents 
and 
property owners 
joining together in 
the purchase of a piece of fire fighting 
apparatus which shall he for the pro­ 
tection of each one in time of need. 
It 
is not 
according to 
American 
ideals and principles that three hun­ 
dred people shall furnish this protec­ 
tion 
for thirteen 
hundred and 
the 
committee feels that all tHe people of 
the town want this piece of apparatus 
and mean to give their assistance in 
paying for it, but have just neglected 
to make the necessary move in 
ex­ 
pressing their intention. 
The drive 
closes Thursday, it is now time to act. 
With the hearty response of nearly 
three hundred people to this call from 
the fire company, the members of the 
committee, who 
are conducting 
the 
drive, now feel that the m atter has in 
a 
measure been 
taken out of their 
hands, in so far as the demand for a 
fire alarm system is concerned. 
The

The Rev. Harry Daniels, pastor of 
the Methodist Episcopal church,

Gettysburg, was the principal speak­ 
er at the meeting of the Gettysburg 
Rotary Club, held Monday evening at 
the Battlefield Hotel.

A 
paper was read by C. W . Cook on the

for a day’s hunt and found that the 
farmer had posted his property “ no 
hunting here.” 
The second need of Gettysburg, as 
outlined by the speaker was that of a 
public comfort station. 
In develop­ 
ing the urgent need for such a place 
in tho borough he stated that other 
cities are starting this movement and 
a I ready Allentown has provided a place 
under the public square, which is an 
assest to the city and a fine piece of 
work. 
i 
The third need described by the 
speaker, is that of beautifying the 
streams about Gettysburg, taking ad­ 
vantage of the natural water ways. 
He laid special stress on the historic 
significance of Rock Creek in the bat­ 
tle of Gettysburg, which is mentioned 
in all histories on that subject. 
Mr. 
Daniels advocated the building of a 
dam, within a short distance of Get­ 
tysburg, to provide fishing, boating 
and swimming for the residents of the 
town. 
This could he beautified, he 
said, by the planting of trees. 
The pressing need of the community 
at the present time, the speaker de­ 
clared, is that of the community swim­ 
ming pool on the Playground. 
After 
speaking a brief time on this sub­ 
ject, the movement was indorsed by 
the Rotary Club members and the 
committee on Public Affairs was ap­ 
pointed to cooperate with the mem­ 
bers of the swimming pool committee, 
to raise the funds for completing this 
enterprise.

Sunday 
nearly a mile 
under

earth’s surface, clung stubbornly to 
small shreds of hope that husbands, 
fathers and buddies were still alive, 
although the most optimistic hopes 
are that the men may he reached in 
eighteen hours. During the night men 
who attempted by the mine “skip®” 
to ride down through the flames, were 
beaten back to the surface with their 
faces blackened. 
fThey came to the surface for a 
gasp of fresh air and to tell of the 
hopelessness of their trip. In places 
they said, the track is warped and dis­ 
placed by the heat and even melted 
away. 
The flames which it was esti­ 
mated started yesterday morning at 
the 3,000 foot level, today had crept 
to the 2,400 foot level. 
A half mile below the surface, men 
were working frantically with drills 
and picks to break through the con­ 
crete barrier which sealed the shaft of 
the Argonaut mine from that of a 
neighboring 
mine. 
Other 
miners 
sought a possible channel for their 
comrades to escape. 
It was a slim 
hope.

The trapped men, it is now believed 
are on the 4,500 foot level or even 
lower.

TIME TO PURCHASE POULTRY 


Cockerels May be Secured at Moderate 
Prices. 


The selection or purchase of breed­ 
ing cockerel* 
is a phase 
of poultry 
management that the flock owner usu­ 
ally postpones until a few weeks be­ 
fore the male birds are needed in the 
spring. 
In most cases, Adams county 
farmers 
have found the prices 
high 
and the supply limited when they try 
to obtain males just before the breed­ 
ing season 
begins. 
At the 
present 
time, however, the selection can be 
made from a larger number, and at a 
much 
more reasonable 
price. 
The 
health and vigor of the 
young stock 
are big factors in future development, 
and purchase at this time permits sat­ 
isfactory observation 
in this respect, 
according to the local Farm Agent. 
It is highly desirable that any Ad­ 
ams county farmer who expects to 
boy breeding males, should place his 
order within the next few weeks and, 
if possible, visit the place from which 
the birds are procured, so that he may 
be sure of the vigor of the stock. 
While it is true that many young cock­ 
erels, showing considerable promise at 
this time, may prove disappointing as 
they mature, the early 
order enables 
the breeder to make an accurate esti­ 
mate of the number of birds he must 
keep in order to supply the demand.

Prohibition Party Again Conies To Life; 
Opposes Anti-Saloon League

New York, Aug. 29.—New vigor is 
being infused into the almost dor­ 
mant Prohibition party with thjbse 
strangely coupled aims: 
To elect dry congressmen and dry 
state legislators, irrespective of po­ 
litical parties—and to 
prevent the 
Anti-Saloon 
League from “running 
prohibition.” 
This is the statement of John Mc­ 
Kee, recently elected New York state 
chairman of the Prohibition party. 
McKee is a Brooklyn 
real estate 
man, 70 
years 
old, a 
temperance 
worker all his life. 
He is also treas­ 
urer! of the Native Races Anti-Liquor 
Traffic Association and treasurer of 
the Prohibition 
Trust Fund 
which 
has $38,000 left in bequests to light 
booze. 
Plans Parly Slate 
“The 
Prohibition party 
in this 
state as in other states,” says Chair­ 
man McKee, “will put tickets 
into 
the field at the coming election but 
though the party machinery will be 
preserved the tickets will contain the 
names of dry candidates of the major 
political parties. 
“In other words we are not fight­ 
ing for our party ticket so much as 
we are for dry officials, 
no matter 
what their political affiliations. 
“ Our aim is not to set a fox to 
guard the geese. The man who likes 
beer isn’t fit to enforce the dry law. 
It is 
the real 
prohibitionist, 
who 
drinks dry as well as talks dry, who 
ought to enforce it. 
“We are 
also against the 
Anti­ 
saloon League. 
It may want pro­ 
hibition, but it wants to run it and 
maintain its members in jobs as cen­ 
sors of morals. 
“The Anti-Saloon League is one of 
the worst enemies of the Prohibition 
party. It is a dominating, tyrannical 
crowd, and it should be compelled to 
render a public account of the money 
it collect* and spends.” 
This, McKee was told, was exactly 
the proposal made by Governor Ed­ 
ward I. 
Edwards in 
his campaign 
for United States senator from New 
Jersey. 
“I don’t care if it is,” said McKee, 


I “Governor Edwards is a wet and I 
am a dry—but I agree with him in 
his opposition 
to the 
Anti-Saloon 
League. 


Drys Hold Numerical Power 
“Tho big fight 
between the drys 
and wets is on national and state 
legislators. 
The drys are in t.hc m a­ 
jority 2 to I, and we) mean to hold 
our own and increase our numbers 
if possible. 
“We are against light wines and 
beer because the liquor traffic cannot 
be regulated—it must, .be .abolished. 
I think the wine and boer agitation 
will die out 
in two or 
three yeafs

and bootlegging 
will cease within 
IO years. 
Only death can cure the 
old drunkard. 
“ All this trouble and controversy 
and enforement failure and break­ 
ing of the law are due to the fact 
that the eighteenth amendment was 
not properly written. 
“The 
amendment says ‘intoxicat­ 
ing’ liquor. 
If it had said ‘alcoholic* 
liquor we would now have prohibi­ 
tion in fact instead of theory. 
We 
shall have it eventually, and without 
changing the amendment, too. 
The 
biggest force in 
bringing 
it will be 
the Prohibition party, not the Anti­ 
saloon League.” 
McKee predicts the return to Con­ 
gress/ of Randall of California in the 
next election, and the victory of at 
least two additional 
dry congress­ 
men in Ohio, as well as some in other 
states.
